The followinK iiiciilents are set 
I'urUi in an old cliruiiicle of "Vil- 
lage liifo In Hungary:" 

II iH related how one day tht> 
beautiful Elizabeth Urunblatt re- 
turned, without warning, to Janos 
CJothard, her lietrothed, his ring. 
Now it can readily be imagined how 
like lightning the newH of IhiH event 
Hpreud around the town of Rozsno 
and what a dust it laised. 

Anil why not ? Was .Tanxo 
<4..t»ii»rd, Jr., I ask yon, in any way 
a peiHon to be trifled with? The 
Hon of Mayor Uothard, wlnme bearH 
and forlxiani) had alwayH formed a 
powerful dynaHty iu their native 
village! 

Nor was a girl like Elizabeth 
Grunblatt lobe picked up on every 
rubbinh heap. She, too, came of a 
fine old Hlock, whoHe ofrnhoot« 
ha«l frequently graced the judicial 
bench; nay, were old JoHcph (Jrun- 
blatt Mtill alive— but that is neithei 
heie nor there. 

Kven if young Janos Gothanl 
wore a pernonago wiih whom it waN

.\nicetns got crank>' jiud foil>ade 
Ihe clergy lo wear hmg hair. 
Charles 1. ami his followers revived 
lonu hair, while ('i-omwell's gaiu! 
used clippers. In the.se Jh) dt 
•s'/V f7( days ther«> is neither law iu>r 
custom aslo haii', l)ut a bald wonuiii 
would hardly venture in sneiely. 

l<'inanei(^rs, as a general rule, are 
men of hair. Looking over the list 
of b;ink presidents of niy ucquaiid- 
anc(>, 1 can recall but a handful of 
b.ald he;ids among tlu^m. W'jirner 
Van Norden, of I lie Kank <if North 
.\merica; Oliver S. Ciirler, of th<> 
n.ink of Ihe Republic ; W. A. Nash, 
of the Corn Kxchiinge b;ink ; Joe 
lleiidrix, of the National Union 
bank; and Frederick D. Tappen, of 
the Uallatin National are abont .'ill. 
Ves; Iheie is one otln>r J. Kilward 
Simmons of the l<'onrth N.ational. 
Gr<>al speculiitors are sehiom bald, 
thooiih James R. Keene is one of 
the hairless variety. W. H. Xnu- 
(lerl)ilt and Rufus Hatch, whose 
heads were the same shape and the 
SJime size, wei"*' bald as far back as 
Mi«>ir l>nmps of reverence In his 
exirenu' old a g(» Commodore V. -in - 
derbilt lost nearly all of his top 
knot, atnl even Jay (Jould wjts 
slightly inclining lowaixl a bare 
l)ate. Camnuick has a shock of 
gray hair, such as Drew had iinlil 
the day of his death, and Oakes 
.Vnu's. 

Phil Armour is as bald as the 
.Xuu'riciin eagle, but we see ]»iec 
eius few bald railroad presidents. 
Ailolph Lewisohn is mighty scarce 
of hair, and so also is Charles 
.facobus. William French, one of 
Ihe ol !er members of tli<> Stock Kx- 
change, hasn't a hair on his heail 
that anybody wots of. Ku.ssell 
Sage keeps his hair amazingly well. 
Kdmund Clareni'c Stedman's locks 
wave iu Ihe zephyrs of Hl^)ad street. 
Isidor Wormser, the Napoleon III. 
of the street, could count his few 
itMuainiug hairs without great 
trouble, and so could Horace L. 
llotchkiss, who, had he a full 
beard, would look just like our old 
friend "Krik." The fa.st dis- 
j»ppt>aring locks of J. Pierpont 
^iorg.•^n may be seen ihrongh the 
wire s<'reen that partly conceals ivis 
person from the llroad st I'cet rabble

ITenry O. H.ivemeyer, th(> biains of 
Ihe sugar trust, notwithstanding 
Searles, has less hair th.an a hen 
has t<»elh. Uncle Abe Hewitt's 
p.irlner, Mr. Hedell, is as bald as 
Kald Monntain. Waller William 
Law of W it 1. Sloane's firm, who 
looks so much like Cornelius N. 

Uli.Ss, has m»u-e hair on hi-i f H'Mn 

on his cr.inium.

Hon. Twoml>ly and Hr.id- 
ley Martin are among the hairless 
heavy swells. In the navy Capt. 
Chadwiek is famous for baldness, 
while Ueneral Schofiehl is the bare 
pate of the army. David H. Hill is 
nearly bereft of natural head cover 
ing. A great many ! aid men wear 
wigs Ol troupees, anil so excellently 
are they constructed to-day that 
Ihe deeeptiiui i-- e.uuplote.— .A^f'tc 
York- /Vr,s\s. 



own lan^^uage, and his poor, be- 
grimed face lighted up as in a ray 
of sunshine. He removed his black 
fist from his eye, and looking at 
her gratefully, said by signs : 'O 
nui'am, I'm so bad!' She saw that 
he was " bad" — he was very sick, — 
and she had him at once conveyed 
to a hospital. There she visited 
the boy as frequently as possible, 
and, clean and happy in his neat 
bed, it was difficult to connect him 
with the n«'glecte<l one whom she 
had rescued from the gutter only a 
few hours previously. 

Onenighl, when he was convales- 
cent, the boy saw from a window 
that a house, only a block or two 
away, was in flames. Without a 
thought of his late illness, or under 
whose care he was, ho dres-sed him- 
self, and in a few moments had 
aelnally pas,seil through the great 
hall door into the cold night air, un- 
perct'ived except by one of the 
nuises, who unsuccessfully pursued 
him. When he reached the burn- 
ing building he rushed pa.sl a fire- 
man, who was crying out: "The 
inmates cannot bi> saved !" On he 
went, right through the crowd into 
the house, up the stairs (a handker- 
chief half over his face to prevent 
snfTocation), and in another minute 
he was seen dragging a fainting 
form »vit,h Ihe strength of a young 
lion, to the only opening into the 
SI reel that the fierce flames afforded 
him — jtist one place at the rear of 
the house that had so far escaped 
tho ravages of the fire. By his 
gestures (which were afterwards 
interpret*Ml) he said : "She is 
savi'd !" and sank to the ground, 
exhausted. 

When Ihe brave lad awoke he 
found himself back in his hospital 
bed, and it was some weeks, after 
hovering between life and death, 
before he conld regain a fair share 
of the strength he had lost l)y so 
ile,s|)eriile a venture. Bystanders, 
among whom #as the friend whose 
life he had so hi^roically pres«M'ved, 
were struck (as well they might be) 
with the ext raordinary intrepidity of 
a mere boy, ami some of them were 
present at the hospital, and prais- 
ing him, when he awoke to con- 
sciousness, and recognizing his 
friend, said to her: "You did not 
turn away from me when 1 was 
hnrt." 

It was true, hearfell gratitude 
that had lent ils wing of love lo 
those feeble feet on that cold, win- 
try night. The lad had risked his 
life for one who hati taken him out 
of his misery, and it was his conra 
age that had spared her to be a 
blessing, not only lo him, but to 
many another of his suffering 
brothers and sisters. O friefids, 
the stiuie sometimes l(H)ks very 
rough, but it may be a diaimmd 1 —

Wahhinoton, D. C, Oct. 19, '99. 
— The chief events of the past week 
have t»een the forilball games, two 
by the (irst eleven an<l one by the 
reserves, all of which resulted in 
victories for us by the sum tot«l of 
98 points to 0, and the banquet of 
the Xi Phi Sigma Fraternity. The 
fii-st ball game was on Wednewlay 
between the first eleven and the 
Kast<!rn High School.

The great game of the week came 
off on Satur«lay, when we ha<] 
Washington College as opi>onents. 
The game with Baltimore Medieval 
College on the Saturday l>efore had 
demonstrate*! where Gallaudel's 
weak fK)int« were, and the week's 
work was devote*! mainly to streng- 
thening these, with a result l>est 
exeinpiifi«-d in the score with Wash- 
ington College, .13 to 0. The 
weather was more appropriate for 
crash suits and lawn parties than 
f*M»tball, but tl»e Iwys s^sarcely t*x>k 
notice of the heat, Hn at>s«jrl)ed were 
they in the purpose to wirrand pay 
off the wore of last spring, when 
the visitfirs beat us at baseball.- 
The game was played in the foie- 
noori ill or<ler to permit the visitors 
to get off in time to connect with 
steamer at Baltimore for Chester- 
town.

Mr. Ileiberl L. Jolmsori, .Jr., died 
at ihe City Hospital, in the moining 
of September 29th. The direct 
cause of his death is not known, 
but the gt^neral opinion among the 
deaf is that it wjih tlu* result of iw- 
c»}ssive use of intoxicating liquor. 

On the night of September 20|,h, 
he was picked up near 14th an<l 
Washington Sir«!et, in an uncon- 
scious condition and bleeding from 
a slight cut over Ihe right eye. In 
smdi state he was conveyed in an 
ambulance t^o the city hospital, 
where his case was iliagnoN<;d as 
e()ilp[)sy and alcoholism, by the 
physicians. The cut overthcgye 
waa considered trivial as no indica- 
tions of a fracture was shown, and 
no attention was paid to it. In- 
stead of getting l>ett<(!r, .John.son 
grew worse every day, and died tin 
Ihe morningof Sc|iteiiiber29th. IIIn 
father, was telegrajihed for in 
Kaunas City, but arrived too lat*- to 
see his son alive. The btjdy was 
claimed and sent txj Hectic's under- 
taking (establishment on P;irk Ave- 
nue, where it was held jiending the 
arrival of Johuson's motluu' from 
MuntreaH (Canada, where she had 
been visiting. 

The funeral took plact? on Octo- 
t>er4th, from theundertakingestab- 
lishinent, and the interfiicnt was at 
the Lutheran cemetery. 

Mr. Herl>ert L. Johnson, Jr., was 
3C years of age at the time of his 
tieatli, antj w'liM an archit«!(!t by pro- 
fession. He came from a very good 
family and was well educated, hav- 
ing spent some time at the National 
Deaf-Mute t'ollege, now Gallaudet 
(Jollege. He came to St Louis from 
Kansas City, nine years ago, where 
he met Miss Anna Moser, whom lit; 
married, and who snrvivtts him. 
In the last three years he had b«*en 
foreman in the drafting department 
of the Pauley Jail works. Up to 
two years ago he was a luonilneni 
figure among the deitf-iiiiiten, but of 
late he had not be«ui af<so(;iating 
with them as ff)rnierly he iiHcd to 
do. 

At tlie time of his death, his re 
latives staUfd in the news|)ai>ers 
that it was tlit^ir intention to prove 
Ihe (saae, as they were (r«Mtain thai 
Johnson was the victim of foul play, 
but nothing has been dont^ so far.

He has been 
promoted from deacon to elder and 
with it goes the right to administer 
the Communion rites. His exam- 
ination niark was 91, the second 
highest out of a large nnml>er. 

Prayer was sjH)ken by Dr. .laek- 
.son, and Pi-of. Walker kindly inter- 
preted the speakers of the evening. 
Mrs. Hiichan, as chairman of the 
Ladies' Aid Society, explained the 
object of the meeting. 

Mr. Hasenstab was the next 
speaker. He explained that be had 
to stand examination fifter examina- 
tion the last five years, and this one 
was his last one. Hereafter, he 
n(>(>d not study in order to pa.ss an 
examination, but it would 1>© for his 
pleasure anti l>enelit.

habits, as their faces would bear 
the impress of it.
